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What is claimed is: 

1 . A tray insert removably disposable within a cavity of a support, the support 
including a rim defining the cavity, smd tray insert comprising: 

a body portion including a firs^ surface having a plurality of pockets formed therein; 

and 

a coupling member disposed on said body portion, said coupling member adapted to 
releasably engage the support within thfe cavity of the support. 



2. The tray insert of claim iL wherein said coupling member is adapted to 
releasably engage a recess formed in thdsupport.

14. The tray set of claim45fwherein said rim includes an inner surface and an 
outer surface, said coupler being disposed on said inner surface, said liner includes an upper 
surface, a lower surface, and a recess formed in said lower surface, said coupler engaging 
said recess to couple said liner and said support together. 

1 5. The tray set of claim 8, wnerein said liner includes a cavity formed therein 
and said support includes a plurality of cavities.
